Wirz theſe 1 views, . women will be te cally dal from the Hoſpital, The unmar- 
ried patients will be lodged in a part of the building unconnected with the wards appropriated to 
the married, entering by a ſeparate door, and, ifſpoſlible, from a different ſtreet ; and no communi- 
cation ſhall be allowed between them. They {hall be attended by Midwives alone, except when 
the aſſiſtance of the Phyſicians of the Hoſpital may be neceſſary. 
As the admiſſion oX certain pregnant unmarried women may thus, they truſt, reſcue many from de- 
ſpondency, and prevent the raſh conſequences of deſpair, or the unhappy effects of public infamy, 
ſo too the Directors look forward with ſatis faction to the eſtabliſhment of ſuch a ſchool for the in- 
ſtruction of Midwives, who will by theſe means be 0 to ſave many valuable lives in every 
part of the country. 


Bel ps theſe two claſſes of women, the Directors have adopted regulations reſpecting unmarried 
en, in a/ condition ſomewhat better than thoſe, to whom it may afford an opportunity of regain- 
ing reputation, by totally concealing their ſhame. 


Txt board which will be expected from ſuch women will, they hope, lay the foundation for a fund 
which will enable them to extend the benefits of this inſtitution to the wives of ſuch tradeſmen, &c. 
who, from the peculiar circumſtances of their family, cannot leave their own houſes, but who are ill 
able to procure the aſſiſtance and care which may P neceſſary to their recovery.
